TURNERS TO APPEAR IN POLITICS. 


4 New Factor to Enter into the Calcula- 
tions of Cook County Politicians. 

A new factor will soon enter into the calcu- 
lations of Cook County politicians if they 
would figure with any degree of reliability. 
For the first time since their organization the 
German Turners’ societies intend to take an 
active part in politics. They number 5,000, 
nearly all of whom are voters, as the societies 
do not receive men as members unless they 
are citizens ar at least have their first papers. 

But in their organized capacity they have 
never before appeared in politics. The ex- 
periment is being watched with great interest 
by the Turners all over the country. If it is 
successful in Chicago, which is the strongest 
district in the North American Turnerbund, 
the Turners everywhere will follow suit. 

At the last district convention at Grand 
Crossing there was organized what was 
called the Vorort für Geistige Be- 
strebunger, meaning a literary de- 
partment, which, however, promises 
to lead the Turners directly into the political 
arena. This pubhe affairs department con- 
sists of a committee to which each soeiety in 
the district sends one delegate, together with 
the second speaker of the district as ex-officio 
Chairman. The members of the first 
board are Robert Hirsch of the Fortschritt 
Turnverein, ex-officio Chairman; Jens Chris- 
tensen of the Vorwärts, Charles Heinéke of 
Fortschritt, Charles Bary of the Swiss, F. 
Czolle of the Gut Heil, and Fred Engelhardt 
of the Fortschritt. Standing committees have 
been appointed to develop the plan 
of work. It is intended to establish a 
school of oratory in order to promote 
public speaking. Public meetings will be 
held for the purpose of discussing subjects of 
general importance. Public demonstra- 
tions of the Turners for the expression 
of their views on the questions of

The plan is to have every 
society put i on record before next spring 
as to the exact scope of its de- 
mands in the political field. The 
Turners will express their desire for 
political reforms and take sides in political 
questions, endeavoring to preserve independ- 
ence from either party.

HARSH CRITICISM FOR MR. CUSACK OF | 


THE TOWN OF BRUOKLYN, 


Some Comments That Are Not «Mild from 
Superintendent Howland, Prof. Swing, 
Mr. Burrows, Dr. Thomas, and Others 
They Think lLongfellow’s Poems Are 
Anything but Immoral—It Would Be 
Absurd, They Say, to Exclude the Poems 
from the Schools. | 

Brooklyn is a town down East where church 
steeples and ideas of morality rise to great 

heights. In the Town of Brooklyn there is a 

man named Cusack, a righteous man, a godly 

man, a man of morals, who abhors the wick- 
edness of mankind with an abhorrence beside 
which that of John M. Hubbard of Cook 

County is a weak and pallid effort. Mr. 

Cusack says Henry Wadsworth Longfellow 

was alow man, and that Henry Wadsworth 


Longfellow’s poem, “The Launching of the 


Ship,” is base in expression and well calcu- 
lated to rot the morul fiber of the youths over 
whom Mr. Cusack presides. Mr. Cusack is 
principal of School No. 17. 

Mr. John Guilfoyle says Mr. Cusack is quite 
right. Mr. John Guilfoyle is a member of 
the Board of Education. | 

So between them—Mr. Cusack and Mr. 
Guilfoyle—they are going to exclude Long- 
fellow from the schools of Brooklyn. Their 
reasons have not yet reached Chicago. Mr. 
Longfellow has always been considered a 
pretty pure writer out this way and The 
Launching of the Ship ”’ has been recited hun- 
dreds of times on last day by little girls in 
white frocks and little boys in new clothes. 

It Never Feazed John Hubbard. 

And even our own rigid censor, Mr. Hub- 
bard, has heard it recited and the blush has 
never risen through his modest whiskers. It 
is true Mr. Longfellow compares a bride to a 
barge, but the barges known in this part of 
the big lakes are not offensively immodest. 
They have no bad habits beyond occasionally 
running into Lake street bridge. 

Perhaps down East there are barges which 
chew gum or stay out all night or 
are known to the police. That may 
be one of Mr. Cusack's points. 
Then the poet mentions the streaming hair 
of the pines out of which the boat was made 
and says the pines will stand as masts naked 
and bare.“ 

That is another argument for Mr. Cusack. 
A naked mizzenmast or a nude topmast or 
an impudent little spar standing around with- 
out even a shirt to its back has been known to 
make strong men blush, and if mentioned in 
a public school might cause the minds of the 
little charges of Mr. Cusack and Mr. Guilfoyle 
to rove away from masts and spars, and im- 
agine naked human beings. They might 


even imagine Mr. Cusack and Mr. Guilfoyle— 


shocking thought! 
Samething That Shocked Them, 

But here is the passage which seems to have 
made the two men with the snow-white morals 
fall into hysterics from which strong tea can 
scarce shake them: 


She starts—she noves—she seems to feel 

The thrill of life along her keel, and, spurning

Think of it! Isn’t it awful? Did you fancy 
ever that your own little Cedric was contami- 
nating himself with such atrocious language, 
so polluting a picture?

Brook- 
lyn is not that bad. The Cusacks and the 
Heeps and the Guilfoyles excluded the 
Vision a year ago because these lines 
showed “prejudice against the Catholic 
Church“:

Mr. Guilfoyle comes from the County Mayo. 
He's agin Mr. Lowell and Mr. Longfel- 
low, who are not, as everybody knows, half as 
good poets as the author of Bould Brennan 
on the Moor and Come All Ye Wicklow 
Mountaineers,” which will be substituted for 
the Launching and the Vision in Brooklyn.

“This Brooklyn affair, said the Rev. 
Robert McIntyre, caps the climax of ab- 
surdity. American poets ate the cleanest and 
loftiest in the world. Neither Whittier, Long- 
fellow, Boyle O’Reilly, nor Lowell ever wrote 
a scrofulous line. The poem the schoolmasters 
in Brooklyn object to is a moral gem. Every 
simile is straight-grained, smooth, and sound 
to the core. There is no impure suggestion in 
it, nor is there anywhere in Longfellow. He 
was incapable of writing anything of the sort. 
The figure of the ship leaping into the 
arms of the sea is one that I have 
used in the ‘pulpit. 1 am not at all 
surprised in view of the criticism of the poem 
that ‘wicked people’ at times make a mock of 
the moralist. To find anything bad in the 
poem in question the mind of the person 
reading it must not only be perverted but 
fairly rotten and given over to fleshly and 
carnal thing 

“*T have read this poem to my children, and 
in time will train them to recite it, a fact that 
shows how hurtful I consider it. 

A Sermon in Itself. 

% Lowell's poem is a sermon in itself. It is 
full of homiletic hints to the clergyman. , When 
the line touching upon the fee of 
the priest was written the Roman 
Catholic Church never entered Lowell's 
head. He meant simply that the 
laborer was worthy of his hire. All clergy- 
men are paid for their work, and service of 
the kind mentioned is a part of it. A priest 
might scent a blow at the church in that por- 
tion of the poem which represents the knight, 
according to the word of the glorified leper, 
as giving the sacrament. This might be ob- 
jectionable to ceremonialists and to those be- 
lieving in sacramental salvation, but if they

I want to go on record as saying that if I 
were asked to pick out of fifty poets the one 
against whose purity nothing could be said I 
would take down the works of Longfellow 
from the shelves and say: Here is absolute

No Bad Meaning in the Work. 

* T wonder,” said Dr. H. W. Thomas of the 
People’s Church, where the Brooklyn peo- 
ple got the experience that enables them to 
detect the badness in this poem of Longfel- 
low’s. You certainly have to create a bad 
meaning for there is none in the work. If 
one can’t use the simile of a wedding between 
a ship and the ocean the line is getting to be 
drawn pretty fine. The effect of such criti- 
cism is unhealthy in its effect on the public 
mind for it suggests the finding of evil in 
everything. It leads boys to look for bad 
things in works that they would otherwise 
read with profit. . 

When you ask me what induced these peo- 
ple to raise the question of Longfellow’s mor- 
ality in this poem I will have to answer Lan- 
kee fashion, by another query—namely: 
What made the people of Rockford, III., ob- 
ject to a little nude statue on the court-house?

The Rev. M. W. Stryker said the criticism 
by Brooklyn pedagogues of Longfellow’s 
poem was maudlin, ‘There is nothing in it 
that ‘can possibly be construed as hectic or 
immoral. Those educational fellows are beg- 
gars on horseback. They think they know it 
all but they don’t. Some af them ought to 
try and rewrite Longfellow and Lowell.“ 

“In the Vision of Sir Launfal’ the word 
priest is generic and no fling was intended at 
Roman Catholicism. The poem is not a po- 
lemic nor did Lowell so intend to make it..

WESTERN REPUBLICANS STILL INSIST 
UPON IT. 


McKinley Thinks Free Sugar Could Be Ob- 
tained if the Western People Would 
Consent to a Duty on Binding Twine 
but the Latter Want Both Free—The 
Lottery Company Trying to Evade the 
Law—Capital Notes. > 

Wasutneron, D. C., Sept. 23.—[Special. }— 

The “ special interests did not get much out 

of the tariff conference this afternoon. Their 

representatives stood around the Capitol as 
they have for weeks, but the Senators and 

Re tatives who have waked up to the 

fact that the consumers’ interest is a big one 

also took a hand in the fight. The conferrees 
found during the afternoon that they could 
agree on everything except sugar and binding 
twine. Then Maj. McKinley told the Western 
members that it would help the House con- 

ferrees greatly in the fight for free sugar if a 

moderate duty could be put on binding twine. 

But the Westerners explained to him that it 

would make the bili much more popular 

in the West if both these articles. were left 
free. Western Republican Senators who voted 

to put binding twine on the free list held a 

meeting and renewed their faith. Ingalls and 

Plumb (Kas.), Wilson (Iowa), Paddock 


(Neb.), Davis (Minn.), Pierce and Casey (N. 


D.), Pettigrew (S. D.), and Powers (Mont.) 
were present. Senator Washburn (Minn.) 
authorized his colleague, Senator Davis, to 
represent him. Senator Spooner was not at 
the Capitol at the time, and Senator 
Manderson said he was a Republican. 
and while heartily for free twine was 
not prepared to say he would not 
vote for the bill, Senator Spooner subse- 
quently stated that he would not be satisfied 
with a rate of half a cent, as he thought the 
article ought to be free or else it would be 
be just as well to stand by the House rate. 
The Senators who did take part in the confer- 
ence found that a majority were convinced 
they could not support a conference report 
which did not keep binding twime on the free 
list. The farmers of the West had been led 
to believe that this boon would be granted 
them, and the Senators from the agri- 
cultural States, while not wishing to 
prevent the adoption of a tariff bill, 
did not see how they could yield this 
point. This decision was made known by 
Senator Paddock to Senator Allison, and by 
him laid before the conferrees, who became 
blue over the outlook. About the same time 
the Massachusetts delegation sent word that 
they must have some duty kept on binding 
twine or all the cordage manufactories in 
their State would have to closeup. The Dem- 
ocratic members were just as fierce as the 
Republicans for a duty. In this as in 
other cases the Democrats, while abusing 
the bill, try to get all they can out 
of it. Between the Massachusetts pleas and 
the Western protests the conferrees fell to 
wondering whether they could not fix a rate 
somewhere between one-half and one cent’ 
which would suat everybody, but they were 
confronted with the fact that, while Massa- 
chusetts was so well cared for in the bill that 
it could afford to suffer a little in its cordage 
interests, the West needed free binding twine 
to make the measure palatable. The other 
conferrees could not get away from Senator 
Allison’s logic that the way to get the Tariff 
bill settled was to concede free twine and free 
sugar up to No. 16, but they are not governed 
by logic. 

The Sugar Trust people tried to make some- 


thing out of the conference of Western Sena- 


tors by claiming that they were willing to let 
ar between 13 and 16 go if they could 

get free twine, This was not true. Pad- 
dock, Plumb, Ingalls, and two or three other 
free twine Senators have always been against 
free sugar, mainly because of their delusion 
that the beet sugar raisers have interests 
identical with the refiners. Senators 
have done nothing for free sugar and they 
could well afford to say that free twine 
was more to them. But the original free 
sugar men like Senator Davis made no such 
statements. Senator Plumb started out to- 
night to do a little work for the trust among 
the Republicans from Illinois and other West- 
ern States who have been insisting that the 
line should be drawn at 16. He sought to 
convince them thatthe consumer would fare 
just as well if it were at 13, but his argu- 
ments changed nobody’s views.

AN EXHIBIT FROM THE LUMBERMEN. 


Elaborate Plans for a Fine Display—Mr. 
Tolman's Idea, 

Henry L. Tolman of the Northwestern 
Lumberman has presented a most elaborate 
and comprehensive plan for an exhibit to the 
Committee on Forestry of the commission. 
As the lumber business ranks third among the 
domestic industries he thinks it should be well 
represented, and he would even go into the 
scientific branch of it, to which, he says, atten- 
tion has never been called. 

He would have on exhibition specimens of 
the 400 species of trees. so sawed as to show 
all their merits and demerits. There would 
also be exhibitions of the best methods of 
polishing boards. If possible, he would also 
have specimens of leaves, flowers, and fruit to 
aid botanists and to enable lumbermen to 
identify species, as names vary greatly ac- 
cording to locality. His exhibit would aid in 
solving the question as to whether native 
forests can be replaced by artificial planting. 

The woodworking machine would be another 
interesting portion of the exhibit, beginning 
with the most primitive machines and —— 
up gradually to the latest inventions, practi 
examples of the working of the machinery 
being given.

MESSAGE TO THE MEXICAN CONGRESS. 


President Diaz Reviews the Progress and 
Condition of the Republic. 

New Ornueans, La., Sept. 23.—[Special. ]— 
The message of President Diaz, which he 
delivered on the opening of Congress on the 
subject of the national finance, was received 
here today. He said: The financial situation 
of the Republic continues to improve. The 
receipts of the Treasury during the last fiscal 
year exceeded $36,000,000; the receipts from 
the frontier and maritime custom-houses 
reaching $24,000,000," This shows the magnifi- 
cent impulse that mercantile traffic has re- 
ceived, since without increasing the tariff the 
custom-houses now collect $9,000,000 more 
than they did four years ago. The economic 
situation of the country is becoming daily 
more solid, and if, as is to be expected, the 
Republic continues to develop its elements of 
wealth the day will soon come when the re- 
quirements of the estimates will be equaled 
by the revenues.“

Her exports 
to Mexico, the Spanish West Indies, Colombia,

‘| little more than those to Brazil, while her im- 


ports from those countries were only $3,100,- 
000. These figures show that in a commer- 
cial sense the present importance of Brazil is 
equal to that of all the rest, and indicates it 
to be highly desirable that more extended 
communication be opened up between her and 
the United States with the object of securing 
customers who have already proved them- 
selves to be good buyers in Europe. There 
can be no question about their be- 
ing better purchasers from us if a convenient 
steamship service were in existence. At 
present the merchant in the United States 
who fills an order for a buyer in South Amer- 
ica generally has to do it by sending the goods 
to some European port, to be shipped thence 
by a foreign line. Our steamship communi- 
cations with the countries to the south of us 
dre so uncertain that the European route is 
recognized as “the nearest way round, the 
result being that our goods are handicapped 
by double freight rates across the broad At- 
lantic, and it is no wonder if the foreigner 
is able to undersell us. A direct steamer 
service would. remove this incubus and give 
our merchants and manufacturers an op- 
portunity to trade on equal terms, There 
might then be some difficulty in meet- 
ing European competition on certain kinds 
of goods, but for a considerable range 
of manufactured articles we could offer them 
at nearly the same prices and of a quality more 
suitable to the needs of buyers. The advan- 
tage on produce would be vastly greater, and 
such lines as are most wanted by the Pan- 
Americans could be supplied by us. Under 
the reciprocal arrangements proposed they 
would take large quantities of our flour, meats, 
and lard, with little danger that the demand 
for the two latter would suffer in the future 
from the cultivation of agricultural resources 
contemplated for some areas on the Atlantic 
coast of South America. 

Consul Dockery says in his report he is in- 
formed that “‘in every case of an established 
line running at fixed dates a subsidy is paid 
by the [British] Government,” and étates it 
as a fact beyond dispute that without this aid 
the manufacturers of Europe could never have 
been able to enter and hold the markets of 
Brazil. His conclusion is confirmed by the 
researches of others who have studied the sub- 
ject, and they have decided to demand that 
similar assistance be rendered to the mer- 
chants of this country in what would other- 
wise continue to be an unequal struggle. It 
is believed that the establishment of steamer 
lines from the ports of New York, New 
Orleans, and San Francisco, at first 
to Rio de Janeiro and afterwards to other 
places in South America, is so highly desir- 
able that it ought to be undertaken as a part 
of our National policy, as it cannot be done 


by unaided private enterprise. Two shipping 


bills have been prepared having this object in 
view, and it is not impossible that before the 
adjournment of Congress they will be placed 
in the hands of the President for signature. 
There is good reason to hope that this, the 
first practical step taken towards Pan-Ameri- 
can reciprocity, will prove to be one of the 
wisest measures of the present generation of 
American statesmen. ' 


MILLS ADVOCATES A CALHOUN TARIFF 

IN WISCONSIN, 
The tariff speeches which Congressman 
Mills of Texas is delivering in Wisconsin have 
at least one merit—that of frankness. The 
man who may be induced by them to cast his 
vote for Demoeracy and give it the control of 
the Government is foreclosed from finding 
fault with the inevitable consequences of his 
folly. For Mr. Mills has hidden nothing from 
him. He has told him precisely what the out- 
come of Democratic victory will be. 


Speaking of that reciprocity favored by Mr. 
Blaine, which consists of the reciprocal ex- 
change of non-competing surpluses for the 
benefit of both sides, he says: 

If we are going to have reciprocity would it not 
bea good thing to have reciprocity with people 
to whom we send 400,000,000 bushels instead of 
those who take 10,000,000? Mr. Blaine wants reci- 
procity with the American nations because it 
would provide us with a market. Wedid not 
send 10,000,000 bushels to South America in 1838, 
but we sent 477,000,000 to England alone. [Of 
what i] It a market for 10,000,000 bushels is a good 
thing, a market for 400,000,000 is forty times as 
gvod. We go with Mr, Blaine for more trade, but 
we want the trade of Europe. 

The reciprocity of Mr. Millsisto be with 
Europe, and especially with England. The ex- 
changes which he contemplates are those al- 
leged four hundred millions or more bushels 
of grain for equivalents in manufactured 
goods, He does not want this country to 
take its pay in such articles as rubber, coffee, 
or sugar, but in steel, iron, cutlery, leather, 
woolen and cotton goods, earthenware and 
glassware. He is for opening our ports to 
the cheaper manufactures of cheap labor Eu- 


that is to say, one which makes only articles 
like tea, coffee, sugar, tobacco, and liquors 
dutiable, There must, according to Mr. Mills, 
be no impediments in the way of the purchase 
of cheap labor European manufactures with 
American crude products, as far as Europe 
will take them, and the rest in gold and silver.

AUSTRIA MAKING A FUSS. 

It is difficult to understand why Austria 
should be so much worked up over the trade 
relations between Europe and this country, or 
why it should be so esger to urge Germany 
and other neighboring Powers to adopt a policy 
of retaliation against the United States even 
more ugly and venomous than the one they 


-have been pursuing. During the last fiscal 


year the American exports to Austria were but 
$720,000 and the imports from there $7,600,000. 
It will be seen, therefore, that Austrian trade 
does not begin to approach in bigness that 
with the Sandwich Islands, and that this coun- 
try can get along easily without its custom. 

Perhaps it would be the best policy, seeing 
that Austria is in such an unfriendly mood, to 
tell that nation that the United States does 
not care to have anything further to do with 
it; that it will send nothing there and take 
nothing from there. Of the total imports 
from Austria last year $1,300,000, or overa 
sixth in value, consisted of buttons: This 
country can secure elsewhere all the buttons 
it needs to hold its clothes together. A tenth 
of the imports consisted of prunes. These 
can be had in California or can be done with- 
out. There is nothing which comes from 
Austria which cannot be had elsewhere, or 
cannot be dispensed with without inconven- 
ience. 

So let Austria keep its stuff at home, and 
keep there, also, its Hungarians. There is 
no demand for them either. Let there be the 
strictest kind of non-intercourse between the 
two nations. Austria may rest assured that 
neither it, nor its people, nor its products 
ever would be missed. But it might find at 
the end of a few years that it had lost some- 
thing by its exclusion from this market, and 
that its unprovoked assault on a friendly 
Power had not been a profitable investment. 


WORLD'S FAIR JEALOUSY. 

For the exhibition of petty meanness and 
jealousy the merchants of New York, aided by 
the local press of that city, can take the palm. 
An interview reported yesterday tells how per- 
sistently they have misrepresented and at- 
tempted to belittle Chicago all over Europe in 
connection with the Columbian Exhibition 
which the people of the United States have 
decided shall be held ia this city instead of on 
the seaboard. For several weeks the London 
edition of the New York Herald contained al- 
most daily sneers and filings at Chicago, ridi- 
culing its citizens, belying its temperature, 
and underrating its importance in the political 
as well as commercial scale of the Nation. The 
Paris papers took up the howl, and both were 
accepted as authority in the matter by the 
press of @ther cities. 

A large amount of Gapital was sought to be 
made for New York out of the fact that the 
agreement upon a site and on a Director-Gen- 
eral for the Fair was not arrived at during the 
hot midsummer weather. Now that both of 
these important questions are settled and out 


of the way, the best possible site chosen and 


one of the best men selected, the howl has 
changed its note, but is none the leas loud or 


persistent. One paper published on Manhat- 


tan Island, the editors of which ought to know 
better, has been seized with a fit of alarm at 
the expensiveness of the arrangements made 
and supposed to be in contemplation. It says 
already some of the funds begin to wear an 
aspect of leanness” and that the appropria- 
tion made by Congress “ will prove to be 
altogether inadequate.”’ It tells how 
much the Commissioners are drawing 
upon the fund, how much the building 
and the exhibit are to cost, and bewails the 
idea that a lot of women Commissioners and 
their alternates are to be paid so much per 
day and traveling expenses.

and deluging the country with European 
goods, hurt the largest market of the farm- 
ers? Are they to reject what will relieve and 
do what will hurt them? The farmers do not 
care whether reciprocity is called a poultice 
or aliniment; they do not care whether it is 
put on a boil or a tariff bill, but when they 
see it will put up the value of their products 
they will be for it—and for the party which 
gives it. 

It is this last fact which is worrying the 
Illinois Democrats. They had hoped thas 
crops would be poor, prices of farm stuff low 
and of city stuff high, and that nothing would 
be done for the relief of the farmer. If all 
these things had happened together the Dem- 
ocrats would have charged them to the Repub- 
licans along with the drought, the potato bug, 
and the weevil. But farm prices of farm 
produce have gone up, and the reciprocity 
policy is opening new markets for the farmer. 
He will not be discontented. He will not 
have boils to which Democratic poultices may 
be applied. He will not vote the Democratic 
ticket. When the whisky is out of these poli- 
ticians they know it. When it is in there is 
no telling what foolishness they will talk. 


Ar the meeting of the County Board Mon- 
day Commissioner Maloney, who is a candi- 
date for renomination at the hands of the 
Democrats, offered a resolution instructing 
the Sheriff “to report a list of all watchmen, 
janitors, and other employés who had worked 
more than eight hours per day, so that their 
overtime may be computed for extra compen- 
sation. This is sheer demiagogy, of course. 
But it is probable that the resolution will be 
recommended by the Public Service Commit- 
tee to which it was referred and that the extra 
compensation will be allowed. The watch- 
men, janitors, and other employés referred to 
in the resolution are paid bythe month. They 
are paid higher wages. than they could pos- 
sibly obtain elsewhere, $60 per month on the 
average. They all beg for the places at that 
salary. They get up delégations to wait on 
the Sheriff to urge their appointments. They 
would be glad to get the places at reduced 
salaries. They seldom or never actually work 
more than eight hours per day. As a rule 
they lounge half the time. But Mr. Maloney 
does not propose to deduct for lounging time. 
His idea is to bleed the taxpayers in order to 
advance his own political interests. The 
Sheriff will doubtless report extra time for 
most of the men. If Maloney had not had an 
understanding of that kind he would not have 
offered the resolution. It is part and parcel of 
the policy which Maloney and those of his kind 
on the board have followed since their elec- 
tion. It is summed up in the sentences: 
“Squeeze as much out of the taxpayers as the 
law allows. Spend every dollar of it to help 
the political workers of the party.” It is 
time that this policy was checked. It can 
only be done by getting rid of the Maloneys 
of the present County Board. There will be 
an opportunity the 4th of November next to 
do that.
